THE NEWS.

The telegriphic news which we publish to- 
day is of unusual import. The decision of the 
highest law authority of the State, with one fell 
swoop, renders the great bulk of the Southerners 
hougeless and homeless fugitives. Suddenly to 
deprive them of their slave property was a more 
extreme policy that they were prepared for, and 
against which, althoughgfunking in the field, 
they gave a growl of discontent. But when to 
that is superadded the complete and unconditional 
confiscation of all that they were accustomeéd to 
call. their own, and that by a mere quirk of the 
law, quict submission would scarcely appear to 
be within the bounds of human endurance. These 
men doubtless forfeited all their rights as citi 
zens of the United States that moment they took 
up arms and levied war against the supreme au- 
thority ; and thero is as little doubt that the de- 
cision of the Attorney-General is supported by 
law ; but it would appear equally obvious that 
to enforce the weighty decrees of confiscation 
would be to defeat. the spirit and inten- 
tion of the President’s proclamation. Now that 
the foot of the North is upon the neck of the 
South let them not forget that they are brothers; 
let justice be largely mingled with mercy, and 
there will be some room to hope that one of the 
most gigantic and bloody wars which disfigures 
the page of human history may be followed by 
@ permanent peace. The North has nobly won 
in a most deadly struggle. She can now afford 
to be magnanimous—it is her true policy. to be 
so. Let her show to the world a. practical 
illustration of that religion which she professes 
—préve that she knows how to forgive as well 
as how to fight, and all may yet be well. ‘‘ The 
snake is scotched, ‘not killed.” Although they 
have humbled the South they may not with impu- 
nity venture to tread upon her. Although according 
to the strict letter of the law the people of the 
South may have forfeited their homes, yet it is 
to be hoped that all who are willing to return 
to their original allegiance wilf be reinvested in 
all the rights of citizenship. The Great Repub- 
lic- will have enough on hand without adopting 
extreme and exasperative measures towards a 
- prostrate, but not wholly subjugated foe. To 
rigidly enforce confiscation would be to provoke 
a feeling of resentment which wight give much 
trouble in the future, while to adopt a congili- 
atory policy would the most effectually -disarm 
treason and raise the nation in the estimation of 
the eivilized world.
